FBI arrests "Soviet ‘mole’ 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
FBI yesterday announced the dis- 
covery in its ranks of a “mole” 
alleged to have passed secrets to the 
Soviet Union in the first known 
security breach in the agency's 76- 
year history. 

Veteran FBI counter-intelligence 
agent Richard Miller, 47, has been 
arrested in Los Angeles and charged 
with violating U.S. espionage laws 
by passing classified documents to 
the Soviet Union. Miller has been 
with the FBI for 20 years. 

Also arrested on the same charges 
were Nikolai and Svetlana Ogorod- 
nikov, both Los Angeles residents 
who were bom in the Soviet Union 
and emigrated to the U.S. in 1973. 


If convicted. the three could be 
imprisoned for life. 

The FBI alleged that Miller had 
conspired with the Ogorodnikovs to 
pass classified FBI documents to the 


Soviet Union. The Agency said the 
documents dealt with the assign- 
ments of U-S. spies to gather intelli- 


gence. 

Former CUA-director Stansfield 
Turner told Reuters. “What we do 
not know is if this FBI agent dis- 
closed a lot about our sources. It 


- could be very injurious if that hap- 


pened.” Turner headed the CLA 
under former president Jimmy Car- 
ter. 

Tt was the third secrets case 
announced by the FBI in two days. 

The agency two days ago reported 
the arrest of a 67-year-old East Ger- 
man woman in New York on espion- 
age charges. 

It also said it had arrested a U.S. 
navy intelligence analyst on charges 
of selling secret spy-satellite photo- 
graphs of an aircraft carrier under 
construction at a Soviet Black Sea 
port to Jane's, the British publisher 
of authoritative defence journals. 
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Moda’i: Package deal 
key to economic plan

Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’j said last night on Israel 
Television that he does not rule 
out the dollarization of the eco- 
nomy -- “I don't rule out any 
idea.” But. be said. a major 
drawback of dollarization is that 
if it doesn’t succeed there is no 
turning back. 

But the main thrust of the inter- 
view with him on the Moked prog- 
famme was the importance of 
achieving a package deal between 
the government. the Histadrut and 
the manufacturers. 

Without a package deal “or a 
substitute for this“. he said. "we 
can’t put the economy on the correct 
path. If we really want to halt intla- 
tion and turn it back we must make a 
package deal.”

“But I hope that that wil be 
before all sides have come to under- 
stand that there's na avoiding it.” 
Moda’ noted, however. thal even 
without a package deal the govern- 
ment could freeze wages. prices and 
taxes by legislation. 

He said he expected inflation to 
exceed 20 per cent a month for the 
next three months and then to start 
declining gradually. 

Chided that even his fellow minis- 
ters complained that he has no plan, 
Moda‘i insisted that he does have 
one: the wide-ranging absorption of 


_ purchasing power, both private and 


pubhe. 

Pods rephed reluctantly to poli- 
tical questions from the interview- 
ets. and he adopted a benign attitude 
towards the criticism expressed by 
David Levy on the latest economic 
meusures. 

He predicted that the suggestions 
bey put forward by his Liberal 
Party colleagues such as Pessah 
Gruper znd Dan Tichon would soon 
blow over.

standing the current level of sophis- 
tication in modern genetic testing, 
Dr. Bach maintains that dermatog- 
lyphics will never become obsolete. 
Sir Francis Galton initiated der- 
tmatoglyphics as a modem science 
back in 1865 by defining patterns and 
modes of inheritance through the 
study of skin patterns. In 1937 
Harold Cummins was able to iden- 
tify Down's Syndrome simply by 
looking at the prints of one’s hands 
and fingers. And Briton Lionel Pen- 
rose, with whom Katznelson stu- 
died, furthered the science. 
“Because the fetus’s skin patterns 
are determined in the first and 
second trimester of gestation, der- 
matoglyphics ‘acts as a sensitive in- 
dicator of every intrauterine de- 
velopment, free of environmental 
influences,” said Katznelson. 
Skin ridges of the palms, soles, 
fingers and toes are already evident 
in the fetus by the sixth week of 
pregnancy, reach maximum size by 
pletely deve! y the Εἱ , 
ixth -menth.-Palm creases “are“1ot 
influenced by bone or muscle forma- 
tion or by movement of the hand in 
the uterus and once completed re- 
main unchanged except in size, 
throughout life. Moreover, no two 
individuals, not even identical twins, 
have identical ridge ms. 
Clinical information about the 
skin is obtained for permanent re- 
cord by imprinting the patient’s fin- 
ger, hand or foot with a special ink 
onto an X-Ray type of paper. 
In certain diseases tnvoiving the 


sweat pores, counting the pores of 
the mother's skin can help determine 
whether she is 4 carrier. Dermatogly- 
phics is also being used throughout 
Europe, particularly Germany.-as a 
test for paternity. And in addition to 
its medical purposes, it is utilized in 
anthropology. primarily to study 
populations. :

PLASTIC surgery will not stop time 
from running on. It will tum the 
clock back a bit. and you will still 
look better five years later than if 
you had not had the surgery at all. 

However, states Dr. Lior R.

Common. too, is a blepharoplasty: 


an operation on the eyelids, The 
first signs of aging often appear 
uround the eyes. You may have 
both upper and lower lids done at 
onee, or onfy one. 


The operation consists of cutting 
away the excess skin and fatty tissue 
above and below the eyes. (I does 
not do away with the tiny lines 
around the eyes known as crow's 
feet.) The stitches are hidden in the 
upper fold of the lid and just below 
the bottom lashes, and the face will 
show a marked improvement 4s 2 
result, Dr. promises. He suggests 
that smail “repairs” can be done on 
parts of the fice, as an operation on 
the entire fuce may not be 
necessars. 

In face-lifis, the surgeon not only 
removes excess wrinkles and skin 
from the face itself, but slims the 
jwuline and neck by removing the 
excess there, too. 
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The operation varies from patient 
τ patient, depending on the degree 
of wrinkling and sagging that has 
taken pluce. Incisions are common 
in front of and behind the ears, €%- 
tending into the hairline. Only your 
hairdresser will see the scars. 

The operation itself ts done under 
general or local anaesthesia, und 
takes anywhere from one to three or 
four diss in hosprtal and about 4 
month for recovers. 

How long do the effects last? 
That depends on the individual's 
aging process and expusure τὸ sun. 
wind, heat, ete, Generaily, the face- 
lift will Last about five τὸ eight sears.

The fortress at Herodion was la- 
ter occupied by zealots in both Jew- 
ish revolts against Roman rule. 
There was also an extensive Byzan- 
tine settlement there, but afterwards 
no permanent residents called Hero- 
dian home until the 20th century. 

European explorers began investi- 
gating the location in the 19th cen- 
tury and Conrad Schick in 1879 
made detailed surveys. Then there 
was a long break in scholastic in; 
terest in Herodion until 1960.

complex of tunnels and extensive 
water cistems dug by the Jewish 
zealots in the time of Bar Kochba. 

Throughout the last decade Ahud 
Netzer has led several archeologic- 
al teams who have systematically 
excavated upper and lower Hero- 
dion in all its magnificence. 

Inside, the artificial cone and its 
two circular walls. for example, they 
have discovered significant remains

and .three that are semi-circular) 
were built around the rim. Between 
the outer. protective “envelope” 
wall and the inner wall, there were 
storerooms, army barracks and ser- 
vant quarters. 

The most impressive building in- 
side the two walls was the throne 
room which displayed coloured pil- 
Jars along both sides. A beautiful 
garden which Herod maintained 
wherever he lived, and wide steps. 
separated the official rooms from the 
residential quarters; an intimate 
royal reception room (used by the 
tesidents of Bar Kochba’s timé as a 
synagogue); several bedrooms; and 
intricately engineered bathrooms for 
hot, warm and cold use, decorated 
with frescos and mosaic floors. 

One of the bathrooms remains 
fully preserved today and displays a 
perfectly constructed stone dome. 

Lower Herodion has proved to be 
no less magnificent and it extends 
over a much larger area than the uppe 
settlement. A second palace has 
been discovered at the foot of the hill 
which is a perfect replica’ of that 
above, only five times bigger and 
placed along the same symmetrical 
axis.

supported on one side by a long dirt 
dike. A lovely. man-made | was. 
dug in the middle of this park and 
within it stood a round marble pavil- 
Hon, ing white asnd two storeys 
-high which is in the process of being 
excavated and can be seen from the 
road today. Jt must have been a 
dazzling sight. 

At the northern extremity of Low- 
er Herodion. Netzer found remains 
of the king's stable and form 
another era a small but well- 
preserved Byzantine church. A puz- 
zZiing feature which archeologists 
mulled over for many months was 
the excavation of a long track ending 
ata large structure named by Netzer. 
“the monumental building.” 

Perhaps the track was used for 
athletics, It was 100 narrow to be 
pata ren The building 
was constructed Οἱ zante 
blocks. decorated with pa Ξ 
and other Herodian features. The 
archeologists speculated: “Could 
this be the funeral track and fast 
Testing place which Herod prepared 
for himself?” 

In which case the questions re- 
main: “Where is the grave and why 
have po traces of it been ‘unco- 
vered?"=  —- 

Netzet postulates that grave rob- 
bers. perhaps from the Byzantine 
era when the monumental building 
was used as living quarters. obliter- 
ated all signs of the mausoleum. 
There would probably have been 
rich pickings. 

Another answer to the riddle is 
offered by Hannan Eshel and Yoel 
Ben-Nun. two young members of 
the Ofra Field School who have 
come up with a novel suggestion. 
They suggest that Herod fooled the 
grave robbers. his many enemies and 
modern archeologists by’ being 
buried elsewhere 

Josephus in War of the Jews — 
A (21.10) writes that Herod built 
himself a fortress on a mountain 
facing *-Arav™ (Arabia) and called it 
Herodion. They conclude: There 
were actually two Herodions! One 
near Tekoa which has a tremendous 
view from its height of 758 metres 
above sea-level, but lies too far in- 
land to face ‘““Arav;" and one else- 
where, nearer Transjordan. 

Ahud Netzer feels the word 
“Arav™ is a lit error and pays 
little attention to their hypothesis. 
Another archeologist. Klein, on 
the other hand, suggests looking for 
a second Herodion in Transjordan 
itself. 

Eshel and Ben-Nun strengthen 
their argument by pointing to discre- 
pancies in the reports of the distance 
travelled by the funeral cortege from 
Jericho where Herod died a grue- 
some death. 

Whereas Josepbus' Wars gives 
the distance as 70 stadia. another 
source states 200 Stadia. The route! 
Would" then” have passed throubh 
Jerusalem. The route would thea 
have passed through Jerusalem 
which, given Herod’s unpopularity 
in 4 BCE seems unlikely. 

In Antiquities (17:8/3) 
Josephus writes that the funeral pro- 
cession travelled only eight stadia 
(or 1.5 kilometres) to Herodion, the 
site designated by Herod to be his 
place of internment. 

Hannan Eshel and his colleagues 
believe therefore that Herod was 
buried on a tel called Tel el Akaba 
which lies between one and two 
kilometres from the king’s winter 
palace in Jericho. 

It is located on the Jerusalem- 
Jordan road and faces east towards 

There was 2 Herodion fortress 


there which most historians and. 


archeologists identified as Cypros, 


- another fortress Herod built in 


Jericho in honour of his mother. 

Eshel and 'Ben-Nun prefer to ἰο- 
cate Cypros on Ras Karantal where a 
Hasmonean fortress called Dok (or 
Duk) stood. Herod often used 
Hasmonean bases for bis fortifica~ 
tions. 

Today, a beautiful pastoral 
monastery dating from Byzantine 
times is located at Karantal, called 
the Monastery of Temptation. Many 
colourful and historic battles took 
place here during the Hellenistic 

Proponents of the new theory sug- 
gest searching for Herod's grave 
under Tel el Akaba. Only thé top of 
this mountain has been properly ex- 
cavated, but the area under and 
around it has received only cursory 
scholarly attention. It may prove to 
be the second Herodion. Says Ben- 
Nun with a twinkle in his blue eyes: 
“There may be a surprise waiting for 
the next team of diggers.”

HORSE riding is the major attrac- 
tion at the Vered Hagalil resort 
ranch in northern Israel. But the 
centre also boasts a multitude of 
other activites for thase guests not 
born to the saddle. 

It’s a paradise for fishermen. bird- 
watchers and flora addicts. Archeol- 
ogy buffs can explore an area rich in 
history and nature lovers will be 
thrilled by a shimmering Kinneret 
and the famous Galilean sunrise, 
while many simply spend their vaca~ 
tion savouring the calm and serenity 
of Vered Hagalil. sleeping late. 
reading orsunning themselves by the 


Centrally situuts3 between Upper 
and Lower Galilee. with the Golan 
Heights clearly visible to the east. 
Vered Hagalil - rose of the Galilee -- 
is a dream come true for ἐχ- 
American Yehuda Avni and his 
Israeli-born wife Yona. 

Thev have transformed 30 deso- 
late acres of lava rock and limestone 
they bought 24 years ago into ew 
quisitely landscaped grounds. 

Stone cabins with wood panelling. 
a rustic dining room and clubhouse, 
the best in American ceoking and 
lots of horses bring the atmosphere 
of pioneer America to what Yehuda 
calls the “Israeli frontier.”

Another leads to the holy 
grave of Amuka and a third to 
Marose, where an ancient synago- 
gue anda mosaic were discovered. 

Vered Hagalil has 18 horses which 
cover 3.0 km. every day. plus 
three foals and two ponies for the 
children. 

Cost for riding the horses: One 
hour-$7. half-day-$20. Whole day 
trail (incl. lunch) $35; 2-10 day rides 
$50-80. 

Much of the food served to guests. 
such as the nuts used in the famous 
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pecan pies. is grown at the ranch, 
and people come from all over to eat 
at the well-known restaurant. 


Cost of an average dinner, which 
always includes homemade chips 
and creamy cole-slaw a betmecen 
S8-12, For breakfast. diners are 
given fresh froit, homestyt: pan:

The Avnis have no felt the 
national economic crunch and Vered 
Hagalil is almost always fully oecu- 
pied.

Yehuda dreams of opening a rid- 
ing academy. “If Ccould only tind a 
good Western rider und instructor 
who spoke good Hebrew, we could 
give advanced lessons in hotse- 
manship.” he said. He himself trains 
all the guides on bis staff. which 
includes: kibbutzniks on vacation, 
foreign visitors to Israel who know 
how to ride or have taught ring, 
and university students. 

Although the Asan are con 
unuously improving facilities for 
their guests and will soon be adding, 
tennis courts, a guest lounge and a 
private dining room in addition to 
offering jeep excursions for saddle- 
sore riders and guests who don’t 
ride, they won't be enlarging the 
tanch very much. “Too many people 
staying here would change the 
atmosphere,” explitins Yehuda. 

There are five “cottages” at Vered 
Hagalil. with a living room, bed- 
room and kitchenette. which are 
ideal for families. Cost:$34 single, 
$60 double, additional person over 
age two, 515. 

The four cabins have one large 
toom and a shower. Cost: S22 single. 
$37 double. In addition there are two 
bunkhouses, each with six beds and a 
shower. Cost: $13 per bed. $32 fora 
couple staying there alone. Prices 
include service charge, but don't 
include V.A.T.

Reactions by some manufacturers on new gov't measures 


Opinions are divided on import ban 


By MACABEE DEAN 
TEL AVIV. — Several industrialists, 
with the exception of the textile 
manufacturers, yesterday welcomed 
the six-month ban on the import of 
50 “luxury items,” plus the increase 
of the compulsory deposit from 15 to 
_ 40 per cent on items in stock or 
already ordered, which will make 
these 50 items much more expen- 
ive. 
= Yeshayahu Gavish, head of Koor, 
pointed out that “48 of these 50 
items are made in Israel, generally of 
good quality and at very competitive 
prices.” The two exceptions are cars 
and videos. 

“But we produce ceramics, 
cosmetics, soaps, beer, soda, batter- 
ies, glassware, sardines, chocolate, 
and a long list of things which are 
now banned for six months.” 

‘The ban would help increase local 
sales, he said, adding, “this is espe- 


cially important since we are moving 
into a period of austerity when local 
demand will drop considerably.” 
Moreover, he pointed out that the 
latest steps by the government would 


also help to “dampen the fire which . 


was burning up foreign currency at a 
rapid rate.” ᾽ , 

» Another manufacturer said that 
he thought the steps would not 
create any more jobs, since the ex- 
isting work force only had to step up 
prodaction a bit. Moreover, he was 


uncertain whether production would . 


even have to be increased. “So far, 
we don't have any information on

Breakup of partnership 
between kibbutz and town 


By YA’ACOV FRIEDLER 
HAIFA. - The Kibbutz Hamadiya 
door factory co-operative, which for 
two decades had been the showpiece. 
of a joint venture between a kibbutz 
and a neighbouring development 
town, has been dissolved. 

‘The 18 workers from nearby Beit 
Shean, who owned 30 per cent af the 
factory have withdrawn their share 
from the factory. The plant is the 
country's larges manufacturer of 
doors, with a capacity of over 1.000 
doors a day. It has now been taken 
over fully by the Beit Shean Valley 
kibbutz. 


The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that the kibbutz paid the men 
$16,000 each for their share. 

Thirteen of the former co- 
operative members have stayed on. 
as hired workers, with the same pay 
they drew in the past while they were 
part-owners. and five have left the 
factory. general manager Yossi Neu- 
man said. The 12 kibbutz members 
on the staff, who hold managerial 
and administrative’ posts are also 
continuing in their jobs. 

While the employment of hired 
labour was contrary to kibbutz ideol-- 
ogy “work must go on.” Neuman 
said. The Beit-Shean men work on 
the factory floor. “We need them 
and they haven't found better jobs 
anywhere else,” he noted. ;

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Knesset? 


THE CRITICISM focused on the economic measures of the 
new government has overshadowed another area of serious 
political lapse: the failure of the newly elected Knesset to begin 


functioning. 


It is now close to two and a half months after the July 23 
election and the Knesset has only held a few perfunctory 
sessions demanded by law: one to convene at the end of the 
mandatory three weeks following the election; a second to 
belatedly choose a Speaker: and a third to confirm the 
establishment of the new government. 

The most glaring dereliction of duty has been the Knesset's 
failure to set up its committees, where most parliamentary 


activity takes place. 


To be sure the two most prestigious committees, Foreign 
Affairs and Defence, and Finance. were appointed, but they 
were soon denuded of many of their leading members who were 
appointed to the inflated government. 

The delay in the appointment of the other committees was at 

. first the result of protracted wrangling between Labour and the 
Likud over chairmanships. At a second stage, the infighting 
concentrated between the two major parties and the rump 


opposition parties. 


Now the problem is focused mainly on the intramural Likud 
with 


to 


previous 
Labour on the chairmanship of the Economics Committee. 
This is now holding up the appointment of all the other 


committee chairmen. 


One of the dangers entailed in the creation of a large unity 
government, where the really important decisions are left ta 
more intimate ministerial forums, is that such’ a cabinet could 
well take over the role of the Knesset as debating society. Such 
a development would debase the status of the Knesset, which 
has in any case deteriorated in public esteem. 

The country has now been without a parliament, in effect, 
since the decision last March to hold early elections. Even in 
more settled times it would have been essential’ to have the 
Knesset, by now, fulfil its functions of setting the national 
agenda, providing the central forum for open debate of 
national issues and supervising government activities. 

Performance of all of these roles seems to have lapsed in the 
last seven months. It is all the more important that the MKs, 
both veteran and newly elected, be called to fulfil the duties to 
which they were elected, at a time when the government is 
taking momentous decisions that will affect the lives of all

a “crying need™ for a rabbi 
if a Jewish presence is to remain in 
that city, a visiting American rabbi 
said recently. 

“They need a rabbi who is here 
constantly, to preach, to teach, and 
to make contact with young people,” 
Rabbi Ernst Lorge, 68, said during a 
visit to East Berlin. 

The community of 200 Jews has 
ποῖ had a rabbi for about 20 years. 
Lorge, who fled Nazi Germany 50 
years ago, said he noted a great deal 
of interest in Judaism by East Ber- 
lin’s non-Jewish community. 

“They want to understand Juda- 
ism, and in some cases express their 
regret of what happened™ during the 
Nazi reign. “If the community does 
not survive. there is no one for them 
to turn to.” he said. 

Peter Kirchner, president of East 
Berlin's Jewish community. said 
there were 175,000 Jews living in 
Berlin before the Nazi takeover in 
1933. He estimated there are 6,000 
Jews now living in West Berlin com- 
pared with East Berlin's 200. 


IN ROTORUA, New 
Zealand, a 107-year-old 
woman says her recipe for 
ἃ long, vigorous life includes hand- 
rolled cigarettes and lots of candy.

MORE THAN 2,000 

years after Carthage was 

sacked by the Romans, the 
remains of the ancient city are 
threatened by new invaders — bull- 
dozers. 


Thrice-destroyed Carthage is 
booming as a wealthy suburb of the 
city of Tunis, and choice residential 
area for diplomats, top officials and 
businessman. But archeologists rate 
the modern invaders as even more 
destructive than the conquering le- 
gions. 

Supermarkets and opulent villas 
now dot the seaside site, about 17 
kilometres east of the modern capit- 
al of Tunisia, where the Carthagi- 
nians succumbed to a three-year 


siege by Roman armies in 146° 


BCE. The city was razed to the 
ground, 

“In previous times, the invaders 
destroyed what was standing. then 
rebuilt afresh, but they always left 
everything beneath the surface in- 
tact,” says John Humphrey, an En- 
glish archeologist digging at the site. 

“Nowadays, bulldozers dig deep 
down, destroying everything as they 
go." He pointed to photographs of 
bulldozers slicing layers of mosaic 
pavements, and the remains of a 
metal shop among the foundations 
of anew villa. 

He would like to see a ban on the 
use of mechanical diggers on the site 
of the old city. which he says is now 
more than 75 per cent covered by 
new buildings. 

Alarm bells over the future of 
Carthage first sounded in the 1960s. 
In 1972, Tunisia’s National 
Archeological Institute lannched an 
appeal for international help. 
Twelve countries responded, and 
French, German, British and U.S. 
teams are excavating on sites that 
have not yet been built on.

It is no accident that the big- 
gest personnel crises in the force's 
history occurred during the tenure of 
a minister who never wore a uni- 
form, and for whom politics rather 
than professional competence was 
the means of advancement. 


But the great expectations will not 
be satisfied overnight. The new 
minister of police is a man who does 
not shoot from the hip. Indeed, he 
has already established, as a working 
style in the newly re-established 
ministry, a method of careful study 
of the issues before any decision is 
made. 

In little more than ἃ week, howev- 
er, Bar-Lev managed to do some 
things that Yosef Burg rarely did. 
The new minister spent a day at 
Ramle prison listening to inmates 
and guards, met with middle-

function, and spent hours with In- 
spector General Arye Ivtzan, and 
several of Ivtzan's top subordinates. 


IT MUST BE noted that despite

MARRIAGES, BUSINESS part- 
nerships and friendships, if they are 
to succeed, must be based on mutual 
trust.

vear for the last five years. and a 
public image that at best views the 
police as incompetent and at worst as 
violent and sometimes. corrupt. 
there have been some remarkable 
crime fighting successes in the past 
two years. 

The arrests in the Emil Grunzweig: 
case and the Temple Mount (Lifta) 
gang. some substantial successes in 
fighting property crime —the biggest 
crime statistic in the country -- and a 
new policy of higher education as a 
criteria for officer advancement. 
have all helped. 


But the agenda of trouble is still 
much longer than any laurels the 
police force might want to rest upon. 

It is difficult to say what is at the 
very top of the priority list for min- 
isterial handling. And what shall be 
mentioned here is obviously not ev- 
erything. The drug market is a 
booming business. Heroin arrived in 
the country in the mid-70s. bringing 
with it an enormous rise in the prop- 
erty crimes statistics, as junkies 
sought out the eash they needed to 
buy their fixes. 

The white collar crime unit, 
known as the fraud squad. and 
headed by Tat Nitzav Binyamin 
Siegel, has been decimated by the 
departure of officers, ravaged by a 
scathing state comptroller’s report. 
and has otherwise become as ill as 
Siegel. who suffered a heart attack 
two years ago and since then has not 
regained his form as the scourge of 
white collar ion. 

‘Personnel problems. topped by 
the Assaf Hefetz case in which 
Ivan tried to fire a top police 


officer for doing what many officers 
do —talk to the press. albeit without 
permission—are high on the problem 
list. As a former top officer. Bar Lev 
will probably take Ivtzan’s side. but 
the real issue in the Hefetz case is not 
the disciplining of one officer. 


It is rather the serious shortage of 
middle and upper ranking officers 
forming a cadre for the next genera- 
tion of top command. Indeed. 
Yehezkel Carthy. head of CID, can 
be expected to retire within the next 


24 months. And at present. there is © 


nobody clearly in line for the job. 
which as far as crime fighting goes is 
the most important job in the coun- 
try. 


IVIZAN’S OWN leadership of 
the force is also a question that 
should be on Bar-Lev’s mind. 
Ivtzan‘s leadership has become inex- 
orably linked with Burg’s. yet there 
are indications that Ivtzan and Bar- 
Lev hit it off right from the'start with 
what aides are calling “the right 
chemistry.“ Even so. like Carthy. 
Ivizan is due for retirement withm 


the next two years. and the problem: 


of whom to name as the next 
inspector-general should already be 
part of Bar-Lev's agenda, since his 
choice will have long term implica- 
tions. 

He could try to do what Burg was 
forced into doing in 1979 — name an 
outstanding army officer to the job. 
But while there are similarities be- 
tween uniformed organizations such 
as the police and the army, one of the 
things that former inspector-general 
Herz! Shafir learned during his
